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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to Lang et al. (US 2003/0216669) not qualifying as 
prior art under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) have been considered and are acknowledged. The rejection of 
claims 1-20 in view of Lang et al. is withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to Ateshian et al. (US 6,126,690) have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Examiner maintains that Ateshian et al. teaches a method 
for determining a shape of a medical device to be implanted, including producing an image 
including a defective portion and a nondefective portion of a hard tissue (bone) of interest (col. 1, 
lines 24-31; lines 36-45; col. 2, lines 3-13; lines 15-20; lines 44-47; lines 61-67), segmenting the 
image (col. 8, lines 14-21, in which distinguishing a patient's healthy joint surfaces in an image is 
known to include segmenting the image so as to enhance visibility and aid in identification of 
those surfaces), superimposing a template of the anatomical correction, and determining an 
external shape of an implant for repairing the defective portion (superimposed templates 
provided at col. 3, lines 40-54; also lines 26-39). Additionally disclosed is imaging the 
complementary healthy joint to ascertain a mirror image of the site in its healthy and functional 
state (col. 3, lines 55-60; col. 7, lines 33-52; col. 11, lines 24-39). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ateshian et 
al. (US 6,126,690). 

Ateshian et al. discloses or renders obvious a system and associated method for selecting 
an implant appropriately sized for an anatomical fit, making use of a model or template to 
visualize the region of interest, including healthy and diseased tissues. Additionally disclosed is 
imaging the complementary healthy joint to ascertain a mirror image of the site in its healthy and 
functional state (col. 1, lines 24-31; lines 36-45; lines 47-54; col. 2, lines 3-13; lines 15-20; lines 
44-47; 61-67; col. 3, lines 1-54; col. 7, lines 33-52; col. 11, lines 24-39).
